There is no doubt in my mind that the Department of Justice and the doited 
States Attorney are trying to rewrite the am®ided POIA in court and in the course 
of it deny me my ri^ta and make the coat of pursxiiag them profeibitive for me.

T^ real reason Frasier resigned is because he cannot execute any affidavit 
witnout coiimd-ang perjury I can prove or bluing the whole case apart.

I regret having to do all these things without time for reflection and re-

fect the record. As of s-esterday ha had not completed the revisions. 


I try not to be careless and make untiiasly disclosures. In what I 
had addressed to and including the second and unexecuted affidavit I have kept 
a sigaificant reserve I think you should understand. The official axnlanation 
of the assassination requires that a single bullet. Exhibit 329, have in- 
flicted seven non-fatal ijajuries on both victims. In this it is also required to 
tova smashed bones in Governor Connally's chest and wrist and to have lodged 
fragments an both places, and in his left tibia and nonetheless to have emerged 
practically pristine.

I am sending Silbert' s and my letters to Senator Tunney only, H® did not 
acknowledge receipt of my June 3 letter.
